aan, has recently calculated tli 
electoral vote of 1900, and confess 
a growth of Democratic Btfrength 
the last four years, which 
from another and an unpaitis.m 
alculation places Mr. McKmley » 
lection among the doubtful quan- 
tities. 

The electoral vote ut 18% stood 
175 for Bryan against 272 for 
McKinley, a majority for McKinley 
of 97. Mr. Groavenor figures out 
that Mr. McKinley will fall off in 
12electorial votes, which means the 
state of Kentucky, conceded to 
Dryan, and it reducea the paobablc 
McKinley majority to 73. He con- 
cedes Maryland to Bryan, with its 
rial votes, but takes away 
from him Washington with 4 and 
Wyoming with 3 electorial voter re[ 
ely. In 18% Kentucky and 
California gave Bryan 1 electorial 
>te each, which must be included 
the presont calculation. 
With the concessions of Mr. 
Groavenor, if Bryan receives the 7 
electorial votes of Washington and 
Wyoming, he will have 182 elec- 
torial votes to McKinley a 253, a 
difference of 71.

POWERS CAPTURED. 



But Releared by Partisan Judge 
on "Taylor Pardon." 



Refuge For Unarrested Suspects 
is Found In The Mountain 
County of Knox. 



Harbourville,Ky.,May 22.— Capt. 
John L. Powers, who is charged 
with being one ot the accessories to 
the murder of Gov. Goebel, and 
whose whereabouts have been un- 
known since a warrant for his ar- 
rest was issued, was captured just 
before daylight near Bryant b store, 
this county, by Deputy Sheriff Wil- 
liam Kinkle and George Faulkner. 
Powers had heard of the decision of 
the supreme court and Gwith his 
brother-in-law, Haze Green, was 
going to Woodbine, where he hoped 
he could make his escape without 
being detected. He offered no re- 
sistance, however, when officers ap- 
peared and was brought here this 
morning. Powers has grown a 
long beard and could scarcely be 
recognized by intimate friends. 

His attorney, Mr. F.D. Sampson, 
immediately prepared papers for 
habeas corpus proceedings, and 
Powers was taken beforfe County 
Judge Wyatt for a hearing. 

The deputy sheriffs intended tak 
iug Powers to Frankfort this morn 
ing, but were stopped by the writ 

The contention was that Powers 
was wrongfully in custody and en- 
titled to immediate release because 
of the pardon issued by Taylor 
some time ago. 

The proceedings were hotly con 
tested. Judge B. G. Williams, cl 
Frankfort, arrived here this even- 
ing to assist the commonwealth. 
The attorneys for Powers present- 
ed the pardon from Taylor to Pow- 
ers and Judge Wyatt sustained 
motion to release Powers on tht 
grounds of the pardon being valid.

If they are not counted 
the locality in which they live will 
be mi represented to that extent, 
and in some cases this misrepre- 
sentation may be enough to affect 
the representation in Congress of 
the State from which they come.
